4X9 & 4Z9, ISRAEL. The prefixes of 4X9 or 4Z9 are being used by Israeli novice class 
licences. Following the 9 digit, there should be 3 letters suffix (e.g. 4Z9FIG). This licence 
permits operating on HF (40 and 15 meters) in CW mode only. 


6Y, JAMAICA. Fred Maia, W5YI (editor of the WSYI Report), will be operating as 
WSYI/6Y5, August 11-18th. Look for his 5-watt CW signal 10-40 kHz up from the bottom of 
the 20 and 40 meters bands. QSL to his home address: P. O. Box 565101, Dallas TX 75356-
